DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 04/10/2008 has been entered. 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 04/10/2008 was filed. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

3. Claims 44-48, 51-54, 70 and 72-104 are allowed.

The references of record neither disclose nor make obvious an active matrix type display 
device comprising a combination of various elements as claimed, more specifically of a driver 
circuit having a thin film transistors with a semiconductor layer on a resin base film, wherein the 
base film is formed between a resin and the driver circuit, and a wiring formed over a passivation 
film covering the driver circuit as set forth in claims 44, 72, 78, 84, 90, 95 and 100.
